TWO protesters were arrested 
after they climbed on to the 
roof at the entrance to the 
Basildon Centre. 

The men, aged 22 and 29, and 
believed to be staying at Camp 
Constant in Dale Farm, waved 
banners calling for Tony Ball, 
leader of Basildon Council, to 
step down because of his bid to 
evict travellers from the illegal 
site in Crays Hill. 

The pair waved banners and 
called for Mr Ball’s resignation, 
following the latest court clash 
which went in the travellers’ 
favour, but faced abuse from some 
onlookers. 

One man shouted back: “Go 
back to your homes in London 
you students.” 

A woman shook her head and 
said: “The travellers will have to 
go” 

An Essex Police spokesman 
said: “Police responded to a 
protest at the Basildon Council 
offices following a call at noon 
reporting two men on top of the 
revolving door entrance to the 
building in St Martin’s Square. 

' '^‘Officers were deployed due to 
concerns for the safety of those 
protesters and visitors to the 
building.” 

The men were arrested on sus- 
picion of committing a public 
order offence and were being 
questioned yesterday. 

Mr Ball hit back, saying: “I 
answer to the 28 councillors in my

administration and the electorate 
of Basildon, not protesters from 
outside the area.” 

He later released a statement 
saying the court case was boding 
well for the council. 

It said: “The judge has now 
determined the majority of the 
case has gone in the council’s 
favour. What remains to be deter- 
mined on Monday are a number of 
technical issues involving the 
removal of fences, the exact defi- 
nition of four caravans and 
whether we can enforce against 
buildings on two of the 54 plots. 
The remainder having already 
been conceded by the lawyers for 
the travellers.” 

Ahead of Monday’s case, two 
judicial review applications by 
the travellers will be heard tomor- 
row. 

The first focuses on the propor- 
tionality of taking direct action 
on a housing matter. 

The second argues the eviction 
should be delayed until the out- 
come of planning applications for 
two alternative sites in Basildon, 
due to be heard in November. 

The council hopes the injunc- 
tion will be lifted on Thursday, 
but even if it is, travellers are 
expected to mount a challenge to 
the Court of Appeal, likely to 
delay any eviction until after the 
weekend.
